Having bad the honor to sit on the woolsack 
in that house, and to preside m the Court of 
Chancery, for 25 years, he trusted that what he 
was about to say, with respect to proceedings in 
Chancery, would be allowed to have some he. 
He believed that the noble and learned lord had 
stated with great accuracy the difficulties by 
which an individual found himself surrounded 
when he first entered on his duties as Lord Chan- 
cellor,—dilliculties arising from what the world 
is pleased to call delays in the Court of Chance- 
ry. Every authority that he had consulted on 
the subject —many of them dead and gone be- 
fore he came into existenco—all declared that 
they recollected great delays in the Court of 
Chancery previously to their entering on the 
execution of their official duties; but would 
undertake to say, that persons who were a little 
tnore conversant with the duties of that office 
than many who were fond of adverting to them, 
vever were able to apply a proper remedy to the 
evils of which they previously complained, when 
they themselves were placed in the situation.— 
it had been observed by a noble and learned 
lord—he meant Lord Apsley—that delays oc- 
curred, not only in the judicial, but in what he 
would call the administrative jurisdiction of the 
court; and over those delays, especially the lat- 
ter, ashe would presently show, the court had 
frequently no coatrol whatever. Where a suit 
involved points both judicial and administrative, 
the property in court was sometimes vou ap on 
and when the party claiming it happened to die, 
debts of various kinds, by mt and other- 
wise, were chargeable on it. The deceased per- 
son having appointed an executor, that execu- 
tor was’frequently so situated that he could not 
act; and if t le and learned lord would be- 
lieve him, wy | cases hed occurred where the 
executor was afraid to act. The consequence 
was, that a bill must be filed in Chancery, for 
the administration of the effects; and if the execu- 
tor did not himeelf file the bill, or if some one of 
the creditors did not undertake to do so, the re- 
sult was, that a number of actions were brought 
against him. Again, if he happened to pay a 
debt ef an inferior instead of a superior nature, 
he was liable to an action; and therefore, in or- 
der to protect himself in the end, and also to do 
that which was of as much importance—name- 
ly, to see that every creditor got what he has a 
right to, and no more—he was obliged to have 
resource to protracted proceedings. Well, the 
bill was at length filed—some of the parties in- 
teresied took every advantage to avail them- 
selves of the delays admitted by the forms of the 
Court, and then it was made a matter of surprise 
amongst the suitors that the cause should remain 
eo long undecided. lt often happened, that one 
get of creditors put forward claims, the validity 
of which was denied; and that which in the de- 
cision appeared only as one case was, in fact, 
the case of every creditor and evory claimant on 
the estate. Asa of the manner ia which 
delays were created, he would refer to the case 
of the late Lord Queensberry, on account of the 
delay in deciding which he had been grossly and 
most unjustly abased.

There 
was another circumstance to be taken notice of, 
which brought him back to the Master of the 
Rolls: he could not undertake to say whether it 
was, or was not, the duty of the Master of the 
Rolls to sit for the Lord Chancellor. But this 
he could affirm, that during the whole time of 
Lord Thurlow, he never khoew a Master of the 
Rolls who refused io sit for the Lord Chancel- 
ler.

Besides the raspberry, the months of July and 
August furnish a pleasant acid fruit of a blue 
color, about the size of a cherry, and another 
fruit which grows in clusters on a small bush 
like the garden currant, which has a fine taste, 
is wholesome, and may be eaten in any quanti- 
ties without injury. Blackberries, cherries, cur- 
rants, wild pears, and crab-apples are also found; 
together with a great variety of nutritious roots 
of which the natives make great use. Thore ia 
one in particular, which they reduce to paste by 
pounding, make into cakes or five of six pounds 
weight, and bake it on flat stones heated in the 
fire—producing a bread almost as polateble as 
our own. : 

Salmon and sturgeon sbound in the Columbia 
river, during certain paris of the year, and there 
constitute the principal food of the natives.— 
The salmon fishery commences in July, and con- 
tinues until August; in the latter part of which 
month, and during September, sturgeon of an ex- 
cellent quality, are caught. Some of these are 
very large, one which he saw measuring 11 feet, 
and wentlg 390 pounds. In October and No- 
vember salmon are again to be had, though of « 
different species and poorer quality. In the 
month of February, a small species of fish of a 
very fine flavor, is taken in abundance; but 
these remain only a short time. 

The quadru of this Territory are the elk, 
the fallow-deer, the black-tailed deer, the roo 
deer, the black bear, the brown bear, the grey 
bear, the white bear, the wolf, the panther, the 


marmot, the land otter, and the sea otter. The 
grey bear is represented as being extremely fierce 
and carniverous. 


The most remarkable birds are the nun eagle, 
the black eagle, the turkey buzzard, the hawk, 
the pelican, the cormorant, the swan, the heron, 
the crane, the bustard, a variety of ducks, and 
several species of geese. The nun eagle is so 
called, from its having a white head, though 
the rest of its plumage is of a dirty black.— Bos- 
ton Bulletin. 





TOOTH POWDER. 

The following is given as the correct mode of 
preparing the celebrated French tooth powder, 
called Poudre Peruvienne:—White sugar 36 
grains, cream of tartar 72, magnesia, 72, starch 
72, mace 2, cinuamon, 6, sulphate of quinine 
(or quinta) 3 and carmine S grains. All these 
substances are reduced into a fine powder, and 
mixed together with great care, then add four 
drops of oil of roves, and as much oil of mint.
